Passive Heating Offers 


‘Advantages, Differences 


There are many advantages in 
using passive solar energy to. 
heat our homes and -commercial 
puildings. Any disadvantages are 
few and. minor, and more aptly 
term “differences” from conven- 
tional heating methods. 
~The most obvious advantage of 
a passive solar heating system is 
its. capacity to save fuel. It is cur- 
rently estimated that at least 80% 
of the average home’s heating re- 
quirements can be met by a pas- 
sive solar energy system. As fuel 
costs continue to escalate, the 
prospect of reducing fuel consump- 
tion by relying on the siin’s ener- 
gy becomes highly attractive, 

In addition, passive heating sys- 
tems are be inexpensive to build. 
When included in the original de- 
sign and construction of a building, 
a passive system adds surprising- 
ly little to the cost. Existing build- 
ings are also adaptable to pas- 
sive design. In fact, the cost of a 
retrofit passive system is often 
offset by the increase in the build- 
ing’s market value. 

Perhaps the greatest attrac- 
tion of a passive heating system 
is its simplicity. Since most pas- 
sive systems: are free of mech- 
anical equipment, there are no 
fans, pumps, compressors, ducts 
or moving parts to break. down. 
And because they use common 
construction materials—such as 
masonry, glass, brick, etc.—pas- 
sive systems usually have long, 
maintenance-free lives. 

Finally, passive solar systems 
offer a great degree of archi- 
tectural flexibility. A common 
misconception is that solar homes 
must, by necessity, be futuristic- 
looking. 

While solar dwellings are the 
homes. of the future by virtue of 
the way they are heated (and in 


- some cases cooled), designs by 


some of the leading homebuilders 
have as much appeal to the tradi- 
tional as to the contemporary eye. 
In fact, passive systems are be- 
ing installed around the country 
“in Cape Cod, colonial and ranch- 
style homes without any loss of ar- 
chitectural integrity. 
But passive heating systems 
still remain diferent from con- 
- ventional heating methods. First, 
temperature control is not as 
easy in solar buildings as in 
structures with conventional 
heating systems, Since a passive 
system is an Integral part of the 
structure, space temperature 
fluctuations can result from 
changes in the temperature of 
the system’s. storage mass. But 
there are relatively simple solu- 
tions to these situations. 
For residential applications, 


temperature control can be ach- 


jeved through operable windows, 
shading devices, venting and back- 
up heating systems. In large sealé 
applications, the solution to con- 
trol lies in choosing a back-up sys- 
fem {hat cari respond effectively 
to the comfort requirements of its 
- occupants, 

In addition, the temperattire in a 
passive solar area is usually low- 
er than that of a conventionally 
heated one, While this slightly 
lower temperature range requires 
some attitude adjustment on the 
part of solar users, many people 
think solar-heated buildings are 
actually more comfortable than 
conventional types.

Chemical Dependency is: 


(1) Primary Disease: Aldohol- 


ism and other forms of Chemical 
Dependeticy, cannabis, hallucino- 
gens, narcotics, etc.) are not sec- 
ondary symptoms of something 
else. 

(2) Progressive Disease: This di- 
sease gets progressively‘ worse. It 
renders its victims physically, psy- 
chologically, emotionally and spi- 
ritually ill, 

(3) Chronic “Disease: Chronic 
definition means there is no cure. 
In chemical dependency relapsing 
is common. The disease cannot be 
treated until the substance of 
choice is removed. 

(4) Fatal Disease: This disease 
can only be arrested. If it is not 
arrested, the individual will un- 
questionably die from it. 

When talking about. Chemical, 
Dependency, all common drugs of 
abuse are included; alcohol can- 
nabis, depressants, stimulants, 
hallucinogens, inhalants and nar- 


cotics. All follow the same path | 


from experimenter .to the chron- 
ically dependent, all are ultimate- 
ly fatal if not arrested.

dents and Telstar students riding 
together on many bus routes, 

The closing of Locke Mills Ele- 
mentary School will. result in en- 
ergy savings and in the savings 
of custodial and hot lunch wages, 
While the two elementary posi- 
tions: at Locke Mills will be elim- 
inated, a large. influx of students 
at Telstar Middle Schoo] requires 
the addition of a staff member, 
and a large number of special ed- 
ucation cases requires the addition 
of a teacher. of the emotionally 
handicapped. Thus, there will be 


no reduction in the number of. 


teaching positions, rather, a reas- 
signment reflecting the district's 
pupil population shift and special 
education needs. The Closing of 
Locke Mills will result in a net 
savings of approximately $7,500 
per year, 

The consolidation of bus routes 
will result in a savings of 80,000 
miles and 3,100 man hours per 
year, a savings that is conserva- 


tively estimated at $40,000, The 


consolidation will also save the 
district increasing sums of money 
in the long run, for the cost of 
fuel will continue to spiral, and 
the reduction of 80,000 miles of 
travel on our bus fleet will result 
in lower maintenance costs in 
transportation. In the area of stu- 
dent. discipline, many districts in 
Maine have consolidated routes, 
and their experience has been uni- 
formly positive. ;

1,196 FARMLAND ACRES 
TREATED BY ACP IN 1980 

Last year, 1,196 acres of Ox- 
ford County farmland were treat- 
ed and served by one or more con- 
servation practices available un- 
der the Agricultural Conservation 
: Program, according to Marlin L. 
. Thurston, chairperson of the Ag- 
ricultural Stabilizatiori and Conser- 
vation committee. The ACP is the 
‘oldest and most widely used ASCS 
program. 

To help farmers solve soil and 
water conservation problems, 
ASCS provided cost. share funds 
totaling $67,857. “Their assistance 


. was used by 100 producers to car- 


As a result of the energy sav- yy out needed conservation mea- 


ings related to these two chang- 
es, and the elimination of all but 
the most essential purchases, the 
district was able to reduce its 
non-personnel costs — nearly 40% 
of the budget—by $9,252. 
Increasing the Revenues: ‘ 

The decrease in property taxes, 
is due primarily to a surplus from 
the current budget. Last year’s 
budget incorporated energy costs 
of $1.75 for grauline, $1.40 for #2 
heating oil, and $1.00 for #6 
heating oil. When the budget was 
developed, energy costs were spi- 
ralling and these cost estimates 
seemed accurate. From the spring 
of 1980 until the recent decontrol 
of oil prices, however, the energy 
prices levelled off, and con- 
sequently, the district experienced 
considerable surpluses in its en- 
ergy accounts. Nearly $80,000 in 
surplus from the current budget 
has been carried forth toward next 
year’s budegt as revenues. This, 
combined with slightly over $40,000 
carried over from FY ’80, added 
$120,000 in revenue to the FY '82 
budget. This is money that will 
not have to be raised through 
property tax. Therefore, despite 
the unfavorable impact of the sub- 
sidy index and mill rate outlined 
in the last Superintendent’s News- 
letter, there will be a decerase in 
property tax of over $17,000.

According to veterarystate house 
observers, “The pot is boiling”, 
The “pot” in this case is the 
Governor’s Highway Budget which 
has only just been printed and 
has not received serious consider- 
ation, The “boiling” is being pro- 
vided by two related matters: the 
action by the Appropriations Com- 
‘mittee to deny General Fund mon- 
ies to. the Highway Fund and the 
reaction of the Transportation 
Committee to the Goyernor’s bill 
to make permanent the ‘“‘tempo- 
rary” fee hikes enacted last year. 
The unprecedented action by the 


; Appropriations Committee makes 


a shambles of the Governor’s High- 
way proposal, The unanswer- 
ed question around the state house 
is: what possessed the Governor 
to construct such a proposal in 
the first place? For a politician 
of the Governor’s experience to 
offer such an- unworkable pill is to 
conyince one that he has deliber- 
ately set up the Legislature. The 
Governor knew that the Democrat 
controlled Appropriations Commit- 
tee would not go along with the 
‘pie-in-the-skr;’ gifts of over 20 mil- 
lions of dollars from the General 
Fund. It will be interesting to ob- 
serve the reaction of the Trans- 
portation Committee. Will the 
Committee reject the bill as a 
transparent. insult to its intelli- 
gence or will it swallow the bait 
and spend months compounding 
the problem until, under the lash 
of adjournment, more patchwork 
and piecemeal adjustments are the 
only “possibility. 

Another bill that could give a 
clue to how assertive the Legisla- 
ture is going to be is the one ex- 
tending the “temporary” fees of 
last year. If the Legislature goes 
along with making these raises 
permanent at this time, no work- 
able solution to the Highway Fund 
problem will be forthcoming this 
session, A possible compromise 
would extend the fees until July 1. 
This, it is argued, will give the 
Committee time to work out the 
problems in the Governor's bill.
